EVERTHELESS Henry having 
flain Richard in Bofworth- Field, the 
Crown was here pat on his Head 
by the Lord Stanley, with the gene- 
eal Acclamation of the People : 
But he was wife enough to think 
his Title to it was not very good, 
*cill ic was made fo by an A@ of Parliament ; and there- 
fore, in the firft Year of his Reign, he procured one to 

pafs in thefe Words: 


For the Wealib, Profperity, and Surety of this Realm of 
England, and for avoiding all Ambiguities and Queftions, 
be it ordained, Sc. That the Inheritance of the Crown of 
the Realms of England and France, with all tke Pre- 
aminencies and Dignities Royal to the fame appertaining, and 
the Ligeances tothe King belonging beyond the Seas, &c. {ball 
be, reft, remain, and abide in the moft Royal Perfon of our 
Sovereign Lord Henry the Seventh, and in the Heirs of bis 
Body, lawfuliy coming, perpetual’y, with the Grace of God, 
and fo to endure, and no other. 





Thus did the wife of our Kings eftablith himfelf, 
and the beft of (4) our Hiftorians mentions it as one of 
the greateft Inftances of his Wifdom, that he did not 
prefs this as a Declaration or Recognition of ancient 
Right, but only as an Eftablifhment of the Poffeffion 
which he then had ; nor to have the Remainder limitcd 
to any Perfon afterthe Determination of his Eftate, but 
was content with the Settlement upon himfelf, and the 
Iffuc of his own Body, leaving it to the Law to decide 
what was to follow upon the Failures of fuch Heirs. 


Nor can any Thing be more clear than that Henry 
the Seventh, depended entirely on his Parliamentary 
Title, without extending ay Pretences of his, or his 
Wives, (who was Heir of the Houfe of York) beyond 
this Effablifament, inafmuch as the Ouths of Allegiance, 
and other publick Tefts and Securities, which were 
required at that Time of the Subjeéts, were not in gene- 
ral Terms to the King, his Heirs, and Succeffors, but 
only to the King and the Heirs Male of his Body, law- 
fully begotten: An Inftance of this (without going any 
further) may be feen amongft the Records printed at the 
End of the late Hiftory of the Reformation, where 
Cardinal 4dvian, when he was promoted by Henry the 
Seventh to the Bithoprick of Bath and Wells, renounces 
all Claufes in the Pope's Bulls, which may be prejndi- 
cial, Domino meo fupremo, et Lareditus Suis corpore fuo 
legitime procreatis, Anglia Regibus; and he does after- 
wards {wear Allegiance in the very fame Words, with- 
cut taking any Notice of remoter Heirs, 


Henry the Eighth, Heir to this Entail, fucceeded his 
Father, and tho’ he attempted as much for arbitrary 
Power, and ufed Parliaments with as little Refpe& as 
any of his Predeceffors, yet, even he, never doubted of

their Power in fettling the Succeflion, but valued it much, 
and reforted to it frequently. 


In the Twenty-fth Year of his Reign, an Act pafs'd 
wherein the Parliament fays, They cere Lounden to provide 
for the prefent Surety of the Succeffion; and then they cake 
Notice of the great Mifchiets and Effufions of Blood 
which had happened by Reafon of the Doubifulnefs of 
the true Title, And for the avoiding of all future Qu:ftions 
do enaét, that the luperial Crown of this Realm, jhall be 
to King Henry the Eighth, and the Heirs of bis Body, law- 
fully begotten, on Queen Anne, and the Heirs of the Bodies 
of fuch feveral Sons vefpetively, according to the Courfe of 
Inberitance, and fox Default of fuch Ifue, then to the Sons 
of bis Body in like Manner, and upon Failure of fuch Ifue, 
then to the Lacy Elizabeth ; and aftcr her to any other /{ue 
in Tail, and then the Remainder is limited to the right Heirs 
of Henry the Eighth. By the fame Statute every SubjeG, 
at his full Age, is obliged to cake an Oath to fulfill the 
Contents of it, ard she Refufal is made Mifprifion of 
Treafon ; and the next Parliameot, which was held in 
the Year following, does particularly ena@& an Oath 
for that Purpofe. 


Some few Years after, thefe A&s were repealed, and 
the Parliament entail’d the Crown upon the King, and 
the Heirs of his Body by Queen Fane ; and Power is 
given to the King, for Wane of Iffue of his Body, to 
difpofe of the Succeffion by his Letters Patents, or his 
laft Will. 


‘ Ie is alfo made Treafon, if any ufurp ypon thofe to 
whom ic is fo appointed. Here the Parliament do not 
only ufe their Power of changing the Succeflion, but 
they delegate it to another. 


And io the Thirty-fitth Year of this King’s Reign, 
the Parliament, b» another A&t, take Notice of the great 
and high Truft, which the Subjects had in him, in 
putting into his Hands wholly the Order and Declara- 
tion of the Succeflion; yet the King being then ready 
to go into France, they do enact that after his Death, 
and the Death of Prince Edward without Iffue, the 
Crown fhould be tothe Lady Afary, and the Heirs of 
her Body, but both fubje& to fuch Conditions as the 
King fhould limit by his Letters Patent, or by his laft 
Will, figned with his Hand; and if the Lady Mary 
performed not thefe Conditions, that then the Crown 
fhould go to the Lady Elizabeth, as if the Lady Alary 
had been dead without Iffue, and if the Lady Elizaberb 
negleéted to perform fuch Conditions, then it thould 
goto fuch other Perfon as the King fhould appoint in 
the fame Manner as before, as if the Lady Elizabeth 
had been dead without Iffue ; and Authoriry is given 
to. him by his Leteers Patents, or his laft Will figned | 
with his own Hand, to appoint the Crown to remain co 
fuch Perfon or Perfons, and for fuch Effate, and under 
fuch Conditions as he fhould pleafe. 


An Oath alfo for obferving this Statate is appointed, 
and it ismade Treafon to refule it, or to difturb or in. 








tecrupt any Perfor to whom it is limited by this Act, | 


or fhould be by the King, purivant to the Power given 
him thereby, 


This is abundantly fufficient to prove, that it was the 
univerfal Opinion of that Age, that the Succeffion was 
wholly under the Controul of Parliaments, who not 
only limited it asthey pleafed themielves, but fubjected 
it to Conditions, and to the Appointments of oihers. 
Bor the Thing was in its own Nature fo evident, that 
they who had che greateft Reafon, and were moi con- 
ceined to do it, did never prefume to queftion the 
Power of a Parliament in this Poior. 


Lethington, Secretary of Scotland, in a Letter of his, 
written to Sir Wtlliam Cecill, then Secretary of Scare 
here, wherein he argues in Behalt of the Title of his 
Miftrefs Mary Queen of Scots, to fucceed Queen Eliza- 
beth, againtt a pretended Ditpofition made by the laf 
Will of Henry the Eigth to his Niece the Lady Frances, 
Daughter to the French Queen, if his own Iflue fail’d, 
fays of thefe Statutes that gave the King Power to dif- 
pofe of the Crown, that they were againft Equity to dif- 
inherit a Race of forcign Princes, and that they were 
made in an abrupt Time, (as he terms it) but yet he con- 
fefles that fince the Thing was done, it was none valid 
and unavoidable, unlefs fome Circumftances did anni- 
hilate the Limitation and Difpofition made by King 
Henry's Will, 





As the follwing Hiflorical Account of the Life and Reign of 
his late Catholick Majefiy Purcie V. of Spain, cannot 
but be agreeavle to our Keaders, we could not omit giving 
ét a Place in our Paper. . 


T HIS Prince was the fecond Son of the Dauphin 
Lewis of France, by Mary-Ann, Daughter ot 
Ferdinand Elector of Bavaria, and Grandfon to Lewis 
XIV. He was born December 9, 1683. O. S. and had the 
Title given him of Duke of Anjou, which he bore till 
the Year 17c0, when he was called to the Succeflion of 
the Crown of Spain by the Will of Charles II. the latt 
Monarchot that Kingdom of the Auttrian Line ; which 
Difpofition of the Crown Lewis XIV. having, in Breach 
of the fecond Patiition Treaty, accepied on Behalf of 
his Grandfon Philip, occafioned the laft general War. 

Several Spanifh Grardees of the French Faé@tion 
having invited the Duke of Anjou to take upon him the 
the Sovereignty, in Conformity to ihe Will of deceafed 
Sovereign, he fet out for Madrid, after having been 
folemnty achnowledged by his Grand-father as King 
of Spain, and made his publick Eurry into Madrid 
Keb. 8, 1701. The Odtober follow ing he was married 
to the Princefs Mary Lourfs Gabricila, Osughter to the 
late Duke of Savoy, afterwards K‘:@ of Sardinis, at 
which Time King Philip was in Poticilion of the whole 
Dominions of the Spanifh Monarchy, ard was ackvow- 
ledged by all the Powers in Europe, except the Em- 
peror; but the Scene very foon changed, for nex: Ye.r 
Prince Eugene invaded his Dom nions in Italy; which 
obliged King Philip to repair thiher, where i> was 
pecient in the Bartle of Lazara, and is fai!

His moft Chriftian Majefty being informed, that the 
Count de Clermont, frequently difputed the Orders of 
Marfhal Saxe, on a Suppofition, that his Rank pave 
him no Command over the Princes of the Blood, refolv'd 
to create him Generaliflimo of his Armies, as was prac- 
ticed in the late Reign, in Regard to the Duke de Ven- 
dofme, which Refolution he declar’d tn the lace gene- 
ral Council of Stare held at Verfatlles, on the News of 
the Surrender of Mons, and the invelting Charleroi. 

Among the Articles of he Capitulation of Mons, thefe 
are fome of the Principal; IV. That the Garifon of che 
City fhould be Prifoners of War, that of Sr. Ghillian 
not included, the Commandant not being dependant on 
the Governor of Mons. V. The Officers to have their 
Equipage, with .Paffports, and the Soldiers their Bag 
gage. IX. The Prifoners of the Garifon taken during 
the Siege, to follow the Fate of their Corps 5 the French 
frifoners to be releated. Article XIV. is in Favour 
of the Duke of Aremberg, Great Bailiff of Hainsulr, 
and Governor of Mons. ‘The reft, 19 in Number, dif- 
fer very little from what are ufual on tuch Occafions, 

Letters from the Hague fay, that tho’ the Gariioa of 
Mons confifted of 12 Battalions, fix Auftrians, and fix 
Durch, they did not in all amoant to above 2305 Men, 
no Recruits, nor avy of thof: tha’ were upon Furlow, 
having been able to join their refpective Corps. Our ef 
this {mall Garifon between 4 and 500 were loft during 
the Siege, eicher killed, taken Pritouers, or deierted. 
The French Lofs before the Place was very great, ali 
the Towns and Villages about being fuil of their 
Wounded, and their Officers acknowledging that no 
Place they have taken in the Low Countries, coft fo 
much Pains, and fo many Lives. 

Great Rejoicings were made at Madrid upon a falfe 

Account received from a Capisin of Ship that put in at 
Carthagena, and affured the Governor that the Army of 
the Three Crowns had won a compleat Vidtory near 
Placentia ; but the true Relation of the Aétion on the 
16:h paft arriving foon after, the Joy was turned inro a 
deep Silence. 
Two Books, that were printed at the Hague, have 
been lately burnt at Paris by the Hands of the common 
Executioner , one entitled The Naural Hiftory of the 
Soul, and the other Philofophic Thoughts; and the 
moft frit Search is ardored io be made of er the Author, 
that they may be pumfhed if found in the Kingdom of 
France.
